The  POPULATION  of  the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District, 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1913  was  9,443,  being  an  increase  of  117  on 
the  estimated  population  of  1912,  and  of  261  on  the  census  population  of 
191 1. 


The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  District  amounted  to  167, 
including  85  of  males  and  82  of  females.  To  this  number  are  added  4 
births,  which  took  place  outside  the  District  of  children  born  of  parents 
with  a  fixed  place  of  residence  in  the  District,  while  no  births  are  deducted 
of  children  whose  parents  had  a  fixed  place  of  residence  elsewhere. 
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The  nett  number  of  births  was  therefore  171  (87  male  and  84 

female),  which  gives  a  Birth-Rate  of  18  I  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
compared  with  20*6  in  1912  and  18*07  in  1911. 

Seventy-three  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District,  44  of  males 
and  29  of  females.  To  this  number  are  added  the  deaths  of  21  persons 
belonging  to  the  District  and  who  died  outside  its  area,  whde  5  deaths  are 
deducted  of  persons  dying  in  the  District,  and  who  had  a  fixed  place  of 
residence  elsewhere. 

The  nett  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was  89  (53 
male  and  36  female),  giving  a  Death-Rate  of  9*4  per  1,000  of  popula¬ 
tion,  as  compared  with  a  similar  rate  in  1912  and  12*3  in  1911.

The  Death-rate  from  these  Epidemic  Diseases  was  0  32 

per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0*43  in  1912  and  1*63  in  1911. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  i.e ,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  registered  births  was  41,  as  compared 
with  52  in  1912  and  78  in  1911. 

The  Midwives  Act,  1902,  is  administered  directly  by  the  Kent 
County  Council. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted. 
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No  cases  of  opthalmia  in  the  newly-born  have  come  to  my  notice. 

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1913  was  23-09 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  o*i  per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912, 
but  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record.  Compared  with  the 
average  in  the  ten  years,  1903-1912,  the  birth-rate  in  1913  showed  a 
decrease  of  2-4  per  1,000. 

The  death-rate  in  1913  was  13-7  per  1,000,  which  was  0*4  per  1,000 
above  the  rate  in  1912  ;  compared  with  the  average  rate  in  the  ten  years, 
1903-1912,  the  death-rate  in  1913  showed  a  decrease  of  1*2  per  i,ooo. 

The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  registered  births,  was  equal  to  109  per 
1,000,  which  is  14  per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912.

The  birth-rate,  although  5  8  below  that  of  the  country  generally,  is 
fairly  satisfactory  for-a  residential  town,  and  the  death-rate,  rate  of  infant 
mortality,  and  the  death-rate  from  the  stated  epidemic  diseases  are  all 
exceptionally  favourable,  being  respectively  4*3,  6’8,  and  0  88  below  the 
corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales, 
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A.  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Acts,  1889  and  1899, 
the  following  diseases  are  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  District,  viz.  : — 
Small-pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  the  disease 
known  as  Scarlet  Fever  or  Scarlatina,  and  the  Fevers  known  by  any  of  the 
following  names  :  Typhus,  Typhoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued  and 
Puerperal. 

By  a  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  No.  58,962, 
dated  15th  August,  T912,  the  diseases  known  as  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  and 
Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  also  made  compulsorily  notifiable. 

By  a  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  19th 
December,  1912,  the  following  Regulations,  viz.,  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908;  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis  in 
Hospitals)  Regulations,  1911  ;  and  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regu¬ 
lations,  1911,  were  revoked  and  substituted  by  the  Public  Health  (Tuber¬ 
culosis)  Regulations,  1912.  These  last  named  Regulations  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  of  February,  1913,  and  had  the  effect  of  making  all 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  compulsorily  notifiable  on  and  after  that  date. 

During  the  year  1913,  34-  cases  were  notified,  as  against  73  in  the 
previous  year,  and  comprised  3  of  Erysipelas,  12  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  of 
Puerperal  Fever,  14  of  Phthisis  (consumption  of  the  lungs),  and  6  of  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  Twelve  non-fatal  cases  were  reported, 
as  against  48  cases  and  one  death  in  1912. 

Four  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  January  :  1  from  Camden  road 
1  from  Crampton’s  Road;  and  2  from  Bethel  Road;  1  in  May  from  The 
Common  ;  3  in  June — 1  from  Clarendon  Road  ;  1  from  Oak  Lane  and  1 
from  High  Street  ;  1  in  August  from  Tub’s  Hill  ;  1  in  September  from 
Chatham  Hill  Road  ;  1  in  October  from  Tub’s  Hill  ;  and  1  in  December 
from  Holly  Bush  Lane, 
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The  origin  of  the  first  4  cases  was  uncertain,  excepting  that  there 
were  2  cases  in  one  family,  one  contracting  the  disease  from  the  other. 

The  case  in  May  was  probably  contracted  in  London. 

Inquiries  into  the  3  cases  in  June  failed  to  elicit  any  definite  source 
to  which  they  could  be  attributed,  but  all  3  patients  attended  the  same 
school. 

The  case  in  August  occurred  at  an  Institution  in  the  District.  The 
patient  had  been  an  inmate  there  for  2  years,  and  the  only  solution  of  the 
cause  of  the  illness  was  that  it  was  contracted  from  visitors. 

The  September  case  developed  shortly  after  return  of  the  patient 
from  holiday,  and  was  undoubtedly  an  imported  one. 

The  case  notified  in  October  occurred  in  the  same  Institution  as  the 
case  in  August,  bnt  there  was  no  connection  between  the  two  cases. 

The  cause  of  the  December  case  was  also  vague. 

With  the  exception  of  one  (a  man  aged  26),  all  the  patients  were 
children  under  15  ^ears  of  age. 

Eleven  were  treated  in  hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA.  No  case  of  this  disease  occurred  throughout 
the  year.  There  was  only  one  case  in  1912,  and  none  in  1911.  Also  as 
regards  ENTERIC  FEVER  ,  there  were  no  cases,  and  none  in  the 
previous  year — both  exceptionally  satisfactory  records. 

ERYSIPELAS.  Three  cases  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  1  in  1912 — 1  in  April  at  Cobden  Road;  1  in  May  in  London  Road; 
and  1  in  June  at  Tub’s  Hill.  The  case  notified  on  April  9th  was  that  of  a 
man  living  in  lodgings,  where  he  could  not  be  satisfactorily  nursed,  and 
being  a  severe  and  complicated  case,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  the  nth,  and  he  died  on  the  14th. 
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PUERPERAL  FEVER.  One  case  only  was  notified  in 
September,  at  Chatham  Hill  Road,  which  recovered.  There  were  no  cases 
in  1912. 

SMALL-POX.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  no  cases  of 
this  disease  have  occurred  since  May,  1896. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS  &  ACUTE 
ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS  are  now  by  the  General 
Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  of  August  1 6th ,  1912,  com¬ 

pulsorily  notifiable,  but  during  the  past  year  no  notifications  have  been 

received. 

TUBERCULOSIS  in  all  its  forms  caused  8  deaths  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  a  similar  number  in  1912  and  9  in  1911.  Of 
these  8  deaths,  7  were  certified  as  due  to  Phthisis  (consumption  of  the 
lungs),  the  same  as  in  1912,  and  5  in  1911. 

The  Death-rate  from  all  forms  of  the  Disease  was  0'85,  and 
the  Phthisis  death-rate  0^74  per  1,000  ot  population,  as  compared  with 
rates  of  o’86  and  0^75  in  the  previous  year.

Notice  of  the  1912  Regulations  coming  into  force  was  given  to  each 
Medical  Practitioner  in  the  area,  and  notification  forms  as  prescribed  were 
issued  by  your  Clerk. 

The  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  H  ealth  with  regard  to  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  are  laid  down  as  follows  : — 

Article  XI. — (1)  A  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  receipt  of  a  notifi¬ 
cation  which  has  been  erroneously  addressed  to  him  by  a  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioner,  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  whom  the  notification  ought,  in  pursuance  of  these  Regulations, 
to  have  been  addressed,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  inform  the  Medical 
Practitioner  that  he  has  done  so,  and  shall  give  to  him  the  name  and 
address  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  whom  the  notification  has  been 
sent. 


(2)  Every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  a 
Register  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  the  full  particulars  contained 
in  every  notification  received  by  him  under  these  Regulations,  and  relating 
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to  a  person  whose  place  of  residence  or  place  of  destination  is  situate 
within  the  District  for  which  he  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  said 
Register  shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
shall  not  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person  other  than  a  person  specially 
authorised  by  resolution  of  the  Local  Authority,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Administrative  County  within  which  the  District  is  situate, 
a  School  Medical  Inspector  for  any  area  within  which  the  District  is  situate, 
or  an  Officer  of  any  Government  Department  authorized  in  that  respect  by 
that  Department. 

Every  notification  and  every  document  relating  to  a  person  notified 
under  these  Regulations  shall  be  regarded  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  by  every  person  who  has  access  thereto,  as  confidential. 

(3)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Hoalth  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  end  of  each  week,  send  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  County  within  which  the  District  is  situate  a  statement  of  every 
notification  received  by  him  during  the  week  in  pursuance  of  these  Regula¬ 
tions  and  relating  to  a  person  whose  place  of  residence  is  situate  within 
the  District  for  which  he  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  statement 
shall  show  on  which  Form  the  notification  was  made,  and  shall  contain  the 
information  in  regard  to  each  person  which  was  given  in  the  notification. 


(4)  Any  expenses  incurred  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  Article  shall  be  defrayed 
by  the  Local  Authority  of  the  District  for  which  he  is  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Article  XII. — Upon  the  receipt  of  a  notification  under  these  Regula¬ 
tions  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  an  Officer  of  the  Local  Authority 
acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  shall  make 
such  inquiries  and  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  for  investi¬ 
gating  the  source  of  infection,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  and 
for  removing  conditions  favourable  to  infection  : 
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Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  to  authorise 
a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  other  Officer  to  take  any  of  the  steps  herein 
mentioned  at  any.  Institution  other  than  one  belonging  to  the  Local 
Authority,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Managers  of  that  Institution. 

Notification  under  the  older  Regulations  continued  through  the 
month  of  January,  1913,  4  notifications  of  Phthisis  being  received — 3  under 
the  “  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1911”  (Form  A),  and  1  under  the  “  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  Hospitals  Regulations,  1911.” 

During  the  whole  year  26  notifications  were  received  relating  to  20 
persons,  of  whom  14  were  suffering  from  Pulmonary,  and  6  from  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis.  Of  these  14  pulmonary  cases  3  died  during  the  year 
and  none  of  the  other  forms. 

Of  the  total  8  deaths,  3  were  of  males,  and  5  of  females  and  the 
fatal  age-peri  ids  were  as  follows  : —

Two  deaths  resulted — 1  in  September  of  an  infant  of  4  months  of  age  at 
Greatness,  and  1  in  October  at  an  Institution  for  sick  children  of  a  child  of 
5  months. 

INFLUENZA  caused  the  death  of  an  aged  male  in  March  at 
Station  Rise. 
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C.  Other  Diseases. 

CANCER.  Reference  to  Table  III.  will  show  that  11  deaths 
were  due  to  this  disease,  equal  to  a  rate  of  i *  1 6  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
compared  with  i'oj  in  1912.

ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  Parts  2,  3, 
4  and  5  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  have  been  in 
force  in  the  District  since  June  1st,  1901. 

The  consideration  of  which  parts  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907,  are  desirable  to  be  adopted  should  come  before  the 
Council  at  an  early  date. 

No  action  has  been  required  under  the  Private  Streets  Works 
Act,  1892. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  public  supply  was  examined  in  March 
at  the  County  Laboratory. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own 
men  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  rubbish  is 
deposited  on  land  in  the  Otford  Road.  The  collections  are  made  in  a 
systematic  manner,  so  that  it  is  very  unlikely  that  any  house  can  be  missed 
or  undue  delay  occur  in  collecting  the  refuse. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  public  Sewerage  Work  has  been  required  during  the  year,  but 
an  Inquiry  was  held  on  September  2nd,  1913,  by  Major  J.  Stuart,  R.E.,  on 
behalf  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  into  an  application  to  borrow 
£938  for  works  o.£  storm- water  drainage. 

REGULATIONS  AND  BYE-LAWS. 

In  addition  to  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Slaughter-houses  and 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  and  Regulations  with  regard  to  Dairies,  etc., 
the  following  are  in  force  : — 

Bye-laws  as  to  the  Cleansing  of  Footways  and  Pavements  ; 
Removal  of  house  refuse  ;  and  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies,  ashpits 
and  cesspools. 

Bye-laws  as  to  Nuisances. 

Bye-laws  as  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings. 

Bye-laws  with  respect  to  the  Drainage  of  Existing  Buildings. 
Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Pleasure  Grounds. 

Bye-laws  as  to  Prevention  of  Nuisances  arising  from  Snow. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Sevenoaks  Council  (Infants)  School  was  closed  from  December 
2nd  to  December  24th  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  and  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  now  16  persons  registered  as  carrying  on  some  branch  of 
the  milk  business.  Of  these  8  are  cowkeepers,  4  dairymen  and  4 
purveyors  of  milk. 
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Regulations  with  regard  to  these  premises  have  been  in  force  since 
August  i st,  1904. 

No  cases  have  come  to  my  notice  of  impure  milk,  or  milk  from 
diseased  cows  being  circulated  in  the  District. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  same  two  registered  slaughter  houses  are  in  use  as  during  last 
year,  one  still  being  used  by  two  butchers. 

Bye-laws  are  in  force  and  have  been  since  1880. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901.

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I  have  again  made  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  Inspector’s  Reports 
with  a  view  of  showing  the  more  prominent  defects. 

Defective  roofs  and  guttering  and  bad  yard  paving  were  the  most 
noticeable.  Drain  ventilation  was  unsatisfactory  in  20  Structural  defects 
occured  in  16  closets.  Ventilation  was  insufficient  in  16  living  and  5  bed¬ 
rooms.  Overcrowding  was  apparent  in  4  cases.  Dampness  was  noted 
in  11  living  rooms,  1  bedroom  and  ii  sculleries.  Sinks  were  absent  or 
defective  in  20  houses.  Against  these  the  water  supply  was  universally 
satisfactory  ;  the  natural  light  was  only  considered  insufficient  in  3  cases  ; 
vermin  were  not  noticeable  and  the  refuse  disposal  arrangements  did  not 
come  in  for  adverse  comment.

An  Inquiry  was  held  on  February  11th,  1913,  at  the  Council  Offices, 
Sevenoaks,  respecting  appeals  against  closing  orders  with  respect  to  21 
dwelling  houses  situated  in  Smith’s  Court  and  Redman  Place,  High  Street, 
by  E.  Leonard,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Housing  Department  of 
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the  Local  Government  Board.  Five  of  the  Closing  Orders  were  upheld. 
Extensive  repairs  were  carried  put  with  regard  to  four  and  the  Closing 
Orders  were  determined.  In  the  fifth  the  lower  portion  of  the  house  was 
disused  as  a  dwelling. 

There  are  no  Cellar  Dwellings  or  Common  Lodging 
Houses  in  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  him 
during  the  year,  the  statistical  tables  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  the  table  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  recording 
action  taken  under  the  Factor}7  &  Workshop  Act,  1901,  are  appended.

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Annual  Report  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st, 
1913,  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  the  Urban  District. 

As  in  former  years,  periodical  and  systematic  inspection  of  the 
District  has  been  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shops  Act,  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  etc.,  etc.,  and  the  Bye-laws 
and  Regulations  that  are  in  force  within  the  District,  the  number  of 
inspections  and  re-inspections  made  being  1,407. 

NUISANCES.- — The  number  of  nuisances  detected  from  various 
causes  was  207.  These  were  kept  under  observation,  and  frequent  visits 
paid  to  each  one  until  abated. 

COMPLAINTS. — Seventeen  written  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  within  the  District  ;  in  addition,  several  were  communicated  to 
me  verbally  and  anonymously,  and  in  all  cases  investigations  were  made 
and  steps  taken  where  necessary  for  the  abatement  of  any  nuisance 
existing. 

NOTICES  Served. — It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  13  statutory 
and  134  preliminary  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  etc.

ACCUMULATIONS. — Seven  accumulations  of  stable  manure  and 
other  offensive  matter  were  dealt  with. 

OVERCROWDING. — Six  cases  of  overcrowding,  5  in  private  dwell¬ 
ings  and  i  in  a  workshop  were  detected  and  remedied  without  resorting 
to  legal  proceedings. 

DISINFECTION. — Thirty-two  rooms  and  their  contents  were  disin¬ 
fected  after  all  notifiable  diseases,  and  after  Cancer,  Measles,  etc.,  where 
requested.  I  also  considered  it  advisable  to  destroy  several  articles  of 
bedding,  and  in  two  instances  compensation  was  paid. 

INFECTIOUS  Diseases. — The  following  cases  were  notified  : — Scarlet 
Fever,  12  ;  Erysipelas,  3  ;  Puerperal  Fever,  1  ;  and  Tuberculosis,  19  ;  of 
these  12  were  removed  to  the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital,  2  of  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  cases  sent  to  a  Sanatorium  at  the  Council’s  expense,  1  provided 
with  domiciliary  treatment,  and  2  provided  with  shelters  in  their  own 
gardens.  Constant  visits  were  paid  to  the  latter  cases,  and  disinfectants 
supplied  in  all  cases  where  necessary. 

DRAINAGE. — The  drainage  of  50  premises  was  found  to  be  in  a 
defective  condition,  and  immediate  steps  taken  for  the  remedying  of  the 
same;  tests  were  applied  to  11  of  these,  usually  after  an  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease.  Sanction  was  obtained  for  the  laying  of  a  short  length 
of  sewer  through  private  property  at  St.  John’s,  one  house  being  connected 
to  the  same,  and  thus  doing  away  with  a  dilapidated  and  insanitary  cess¬ 
pool.  This  sewer  may  also  serve  a  very  useful  purpose  in  future  years  by 
enabling  other  houses  to  be  connected. 
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The  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of  cesspools,  when  requested 
at  a  nominal  charge,  at  houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district,  and  not 
within  the  reach  of  the  public  sewer. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. — Seventeen  of  these  were  found  to  be 
insufficient  or  in  some  way  defective,  and  were  remedied  after  serving  the 
usual  notices. 

Water  Supply. — Close  attention  is  paid  to  the  domestic  supply 
of  the  town,  and  any  defects  or  waste  noticed  communicated  to  the  officials 
of  the  Water  Company.  The  hop  pickers  upon  one  farm  .were  found  to 
be  drinking  the  water  from  a  stream  which  shov\ed  evident  signs  of  pollu¬ 
tion  ;  a  sample  of  the  same  was  analysed,  and  found  to  be  unfit  for 
domestic  purposes  A  notice  board  warning  people  against  drinking  this 
water  has  now  been  erected. 

POULTRY,  Rabbits,  Pigs,  etc. — Sixteen  nuisances  arising  from 
these  animals  being  kept  in  an  insanitary  state,  or  contrary  to  the  bye-laws 
of  the  Council,  were  detected,  and  action  at  once  taken. 

HOUSE  Refuse. — Twenty-six  new  receptacles  were  provided  at  my 
instigation  to  replace  worn-out  bins  or  dilapidated  ashpits.  The  collection 
of  this  refuse  has  been  carried  out  as  in  former  years,  a  weekly  collection 
being  made,  and  the  refuse  deposited  at  the  tip  in  Otford  Ro  id.  This  work 
is  being  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  and  systematic  manner,  very  few 
complaints  being  received. 

MEAT  and  Food  Inspection. — I  have  paid  particular  attention 
to  this  section  of  my  duties,  frequent  visits  being  paid  to  butchers’ 
premises  and  slaughter  houses,  usually  at  the  latter  during  killing 
operations. 

The  contents  of  several  fish  hawkers’  carts  were  also  examined. 

The  following  were  condemned  : — The  carcase  of  a  pig  having 
jaundice  and  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  ;  two  bullocks’  heads  in  a  decomposed 
condition  ;  one  pig’s  head,  the  submaxilliiry  glands  showing  slight  signs  of 
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tuberculosis.  I  also  investigated  the  killing  of  two  old  and  worn-out  cows 
within  the  Rural  District  (during  absence  of  the  Inspector  on  holiday),  and 
which  were  eventually  carted  to  a  knackers'  yard. 

I  also  made  inspections  of  those  premises  where  food  stuffs  are  pre¬ 
pared,  and  in  one  instance  stopped  the  making  of  sausages  under 
insanitary  conditions. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  &  Milkshops’  Order. — There  are  now  upon 
the  register  under  this  Order  8  cowkeepers,  4  dairymen  and  4  purveyors, 
as  compared  with  6,  5  and  5  respectively  last  year;  1  dairyman  has  com¬ 
menced  keeping  cows,  1  more  registered  and  1  purveyor  giving  up  business. 

These  premises  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  on  seven 
occasions  nuisances  or  other  infringements  were  existing,  prompt 
measures  being  taken  to  rectify  these. 

During  one  of  my  visits,  I  found  a  butcher  in  the  act  of  dressing  a 
bull  that  had  died  a  natural  death,  and  although  it  may  or  may  not  have 
been  intended  to  use  it  for  human  consumption,  I  remained  long  enough  to 
see  that  the  same  was  properly  destroyed. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.— Systematic  inspections 
have  been  made  under  this  Act,  and  reports  submitted  at  each  of  the 
monthly  meetings  of  this  Committee.  Forty-eight  fresh  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year,  the  cottages  selected  being  those  of  low  rentals,  old, 
and  in  most  cases  constructed  of  timber.  In  all  but  one  case,  repairs  or 
alterations  were  found  necessary,  separate  sanitary  conveniences  and 
sinks  also  being  provided  for  each  cottage.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  issue  any  closing  order  during  the  year,  although  with  respect  to 
eight  cottages,  the  owner,  sooner  than  carry  out  structural  repairs  of  an 
extensive  character,  sold  them  to  enable  them  to  be  pulled  down  for  the 
extension  of  one  of  the  Public  Institutions  of  the  town. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  has  been  held,  on  appeal, 
during  the  year  respecting  the  21  closing  orders  served  in  1912,  and  in  16

instances  the  orders  were  revoked  the  other  5  being  upheld,  the  owner 
has  carried  out  extensive  repairs  and  alterations  relative  to  4  of  these  and 
the  Council  have  now  determined  the  closing  orders. 

Two  of  the  cottages  inspected  in  1912,  the  Owner  refused  to  carry 
out  certain  repairs,  and  the  Council,  after  serving  notices  under  Section 
15  of  the  Act,  enforced  their  powers  and  executed  the  repairs,  the  owner 
being  charged  with  the  expense. 

A  building  used  as  a  sleeping  place  for  casual  lodgers  at  a  licensed 
house  in  the  town  was  closed  at  my  instigation,  and  has  since  been  pulled 
down. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  was  in  hand  or  under  consideration 
at  16  of  the  48  inspected.

Two  hundred  and  sixty-three  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises, 
24  notices  being  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  &c.  The  Factory 
Inspector’s  attention  was  called  on  three  occasions  to  infringements  of  the 
Act.  Circular  letters  were  sent  out  twice  during  the  year  to  occupiers  of 
Bakehouses  and  to  those  persons  employing  outworkers  requesting  them  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

I  have  also  carried  out  duties  with  reference  to  the  following  depart¬ 
ments  : —  Assistant  to  the  Surveyor,  Inspector  of  Hackney  Carriages, 
Inspector  under  the  Rag  Flock  Act,  Superintendent  for  the  Removal  of 
H  ouse  Refuse  and  Superintendent  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.
